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> But then a war 
came along and 
young men left 
their homes for an 
unknown future. 


"It was just a whole dif¬ 
ferent life. Most of us who 
answered our country’s 
call were very young and 
the activities in our lives 
revolved around family, 
church and school. We 
were just kids who played 
baseball, street hockey 
and other activities. But 
then a war came along and 
many of us left our happy 
homes for an unknown 
future,” said Derbyshire. 

“When we first donned 
the uniform there was a 
certain excitement of get¬ 
ting to know new people 
and making new friends 
and not knowing where 
we might be located next. 
We were living a new life 
which was completely for- 
us, but the feeling 
is always 

Those are the pleasant 
memories, he says—the 
people he met, the places 
he visited and the friends 
he made. 

Derbyshire 
didn’t know 
when he signed 
up that the engi¬ 
neering unit he 
was joining was 
mobilizing to go 
overseas to build 
camps for new 
troops arriving. 

Just two months 
later, he was on 


least some of us had the 
terrific benefit of returning 
to family and friends. 
Others didn’t have that 
opportunity to enjoy a 
reunion with their loved 

While in England, he 
said, he met up with some 
of his friends from home, 


and saw the damage done 
by air raids, but the 
thought of being in actual 
combat continued to be 
remote. Inevitably, he 
said, the time came when 
his role changed. 

“Some of us were 
assigned to the landings at 
Dieppe or Sicily, Italy or 
Normandy, or if in the air 
force, to the deadly skies 
over Europe or in the navy 
to the ships and landing 
craft on dangerous seas. 
From then on many of us 
were exposed to the reali¬ 
ties of war." 

Derbyshire continued 
to work for army head¬ 
quarters, not on the front 
lines but not far behind. 
His department looked 
after personnel records, 
rations, discipline—while 
it was mostly administra¬ 
tive, it was close enough to 
the fighting to lose some 
of the men he worked 
with, men he considered 
friends. 

At Remembrance Day, 
"it is once again time to 
renew our allegiance to 
the memory of all those 
who paid such a heavy 
price in defence of the lib¬ 
erty and way of life 
of all Canadians,” 
says Derbyshire.

“We will remember them and be for¬ 
ever grateful. Because of their sacrifice, 
we are all able to live in a free country 
and enjoy its blessings and benefits. We 
owe it to them to find happiness and 
contentment in our lives and reflect on 
our good fortune—all those things 
which were denied to them at such a 
young age." 

As veterans in shrinking numbers face 
cenotaphs and memorials across the 
country today, they will pray that their 
comrades who failed to return home are 
resting in peace, he said. 

Derbyshire was one of the fortunate— 
he came home, had a career, retired 
about 25 years ago, and since then, has¬ 
n’t missed a Remembrance Day service 
at the Cenotaph. 

It's a time, he says, for all veterans to 
be proud of their contribution to their 
country. 

It's a also a time, he adds, to dedicate 
“our thoughts and prayers to those 
young companions who id not survive 
to return home when their job was done. 
We hope that they are resting in peace 
and are content in the knowledge that 
we shall forever remember that their 
sacrifice was made for us as we continue 
to enjoy our freedom and way of life.’’ 

While in Europe, Derbyshire received 
a Mention in Dispatches, an honour cre¬ 
ated to recognize valiant conduct and 
devotion to duty. He was honoured for 
his distinguished service. 

As difficult as it is to talk about those 
days, he adds, it’s necessary to continue 
to remind people of the horrors of war 
and of those who did not make it home. 

“We owe it to them.”

Town survey targets improved service

With the elections in the 
rear view mirror and a new 
council set to take office 
next month, just what they 
will have on their plate will 
depend, at least in part, on 
the public’s perception of 


what is most important. 

With a survey recently 
posted on the town’s web 
site, as well as distributed 
randomly in the commu¬ 
nity, Chief Administrative 
Officer Mike Galloway 
wants to be sure the town 
will be moving in the right 
direction. 

“This town hasn’t done a 
thorough strategic plan in 
quite some time," said 
Galloway. 

“The information gained 
- and it’s not just residents, 
it’s staff and organizations 
and businesses - is used to 
express the various opin¬ 




ions of the community and 
to put that on council's 

The survey, which con¬ 
sists of five questions, is set 
up to get a broad range of 
answers and opinions, and 
has been put together in a 
way that is not only easily 
digestible, but will also 
elicit as many responses as 
possible. 

“We didn't want a survey 
with 20 to 30 questions,” 
said Galloway. 

"This survey is very pre¬ 
cise and to the point and 
we want people to express 
their concerns in a way 
that is as simple as possi¬ 
ble." 

With a Nov. 30 deadline 
to complete the survey, 
there is plenty of time for 
everyone to be involved 
and make sure their voices 

Galloway says that coun¬ 
cillors are elected to make 
the decisions that affect 
the community as a whole, 
and the results from this 
survey will allow council to 
have the most up-to-date 
information to help with a 
vision for the next four 

While surveys and ques¬ 
tionnaires are sometimes 
overlooked or ignored, 
Galloway has strong rea¬ 
son to believe that this one 
will gamer a large number 


of responses. 

“I believe that this com¬ 
munity - especially when it 
comes to these types of ini¬ 
tiatives - always comes out 
and gives strong support,” 
he said. 

"My hope, certainly, is to 
have people take the time 
to give their opinions so 
that we can present it to 
the new council.” 

The new council's offi¬ 
cial inauguration will take 
place on Dec. 6 at the 
Court House at 7 p.m. with 
the first Committee of the 
Whole meeting scheduled 
for Dec. 13 and the first 
Council meeting Dec. 20.

Defeat in a political arena 
can be a harsh reality that’s 
difficult to rebound from, but 
Paolo Miele is taking his cue 
from the support of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake voters. 

Miele finished out of the 
top-four spots that were 
required to become a public 
school board trustee, but 
Niagara-on-the-Lake gave 
him the nod, making him 
their first choice. 

That wasn’t good enough 
to get elected to the board, 
but Miele is dubbing himself 
the town’s unofficial school 
board trustee. 

“I’m very happy and hum¬ 
ble by the amount of support 
the Niagara-on-the-Lake vot¬ 
ers gave me,” said Miele.

Ultimately the goal is to make 
sure that NOTL has its equal 
share of funding units.” 

As the unofficial school 
board trustee, Miele takes 
pride m being involved m the 
processes to ensure the best 
available education and 
options for those in the com¬ 
munity he lives in. 

While not holding the 
same weight as elected 
trustees, Miele says he will try 
to attend the same number of 
meetings as those who were 
elected to the board, as well 



as committee meetings 
where most of the discussion 
takes place. 

Miele’s involvement natu¬ 
rally stems from the fact that 
he has children in the school 
system, but was driven by the 
accommodation review of 
Niagara District Secondary 
School and discussions that 
led to its closure.

Veteran shares 
thoughts about 
Remembrance Day 
service in NOTL

of thoughts about our NOTL 
cenotaph ceremony.

We always speculated 
that Hitler must have heard 
about us, because a few 
days after we landed, he 
shot himself and Nazi 
Germany collapsed. 

I think I have attended 
every Nov. 11 ceremony 
since we moved here seven 
years ago. 

I used to stay till the last 
wreath was laid. Now I leave 
after the Last Post and the 


lowering of the colours, and 
this is the reason. 

While I appreciate the 
effort of the many service 
groups who sponsor com¬ 
memorative wreaths, there 
needs to be some clearer 
thinking about ways to do 
that Making several hun¬ 
dred people stand for the 
better part of an hour and 
listen while the name of 
each sponsoring group is 
announced and their 
wreath is placed, just does¬ 
n't do it 

I would stand if necessary 
for two hours and listen to a 
solemn roll call of the 
names of each person from 
our area who made the 
supreme sacrifice, but the 
present form of service 
never mentions their 
names. I don't go to the 
cenotaph to hear a roll call 
of service clubs. 

Is there nobody on the 
planning committee to 
whom that thought has ever 
occurred?

munication with our new 
and returning DSBN 
trustees. 

If we really are going to 
achieve this success the 
trustees need to be willing 
to listen and respond to 
our concerns. Their past 
actions have not mirrored 
their motto and from a 
recent decision that was 
made this is still not the 


For example NOTL was 
told that Niagara District 
Secondary School was in 
rough shape and not good 
enough to invest in for our 
students. They chose to 
close the school instead of 
listening to our sugges¬ 
tions to find other groups 
to share the building with. 

However, one day after 
the election the trustees 
met and voted to spend 
$45,000 to perform some 
upgrades and relocate 100 
staff to the NDSS building. 

How odd is it that the 


DSBN does not recognize 
an obvious solution. They 
are $1.2 million dollars 
over budget on busing 
costs and yet instead of 
using a building that can 
accommodate all of the 
secondary aged students 
in NOTL and the 100 staff 
for the Don Riley 
Resource Centre they 
choose to invest in busing.

The prevalence of dia¬ 
betes in Ontario and the 
rate at which it is growing 


“is staggering,” says a local 
physician. 

Dr. Kiley O’Neill of the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Family Health Team sees 
it first hand in her practice 
every day. 

Of about 1,300 patients, 
more than 120 have dia¬ 
betes, and more are newly 
diagnosed every week, 
she says. 

She also has patients 
who would be considered 
"pre-diabetic," meaning 
they will eventually devel¬ 
op the disease. 

“That’s 10 per cent of 
my patients,” says O’Neill. 

An estimated 1.1 mil¬ 
lion people in Ontario 
alone have been diag¬ 


nosed with either type 1 
or type 2 diabetes in 2010, 
representing about 8.3 per 
cent of the population. 

That’s up from 4.5 per 
cent of the provincial pop¬ 
ulation in 2000, and in 
2020, the number is 
expected to increase to 
11.9 per cent of the popu¬ 
lation of Ontario. 

The economic burden is 
also staggering—$4.9 bil¬ 
lion in 2010, and expected 
to increase 42 per cent by 
2020 to $7.0 billion. 

According to the 
Canadian Diabetes 
Association, over the next 
decade population 
growth, an aging popula¬ 
tion, rising incidence

The reality is that by the 
time people get home in 
the evening, some after 
working two jobs, they’re 
exhausted and don’t have 
the time or energy to pre¬ 
pare a healthy meal or go 
for a walk. 

“We have to look at the 
kind of food we eat, the 
amount we eat, and our 
lack of exercise," she says. 

When we eat out, we 
tend to look at value for 
our money in terms of 
quantity. It’s cheaper for 
restaurants to load plates 
with stuff that isn’t good 
for us—and we’ve come to 
expect that, she adds. 

Other countries do more 
to encourage better 
health, such as tax rebates 
for gym memberships and 
easier access to bike lanes. 

“It’s disheartening to me 
as a Canadian,” says Dr. 
O’Neill. “I don’t know 
what Banting would think 
of his legacy if he could see 
us today. He invented 
insulin, and it’s been life¬ 
changing, but it’s not a 
cure. Every day more and 
more people need to use

While there are famous 
spokespeople advocating 
on behalf of other dis¬ 
eases, “diabetes isn’t sexy. 
Nobody famous wants to 
talk about it. It’s associat¬ 
ed with being obese and 
with lack of exercise. But 
it's a tragic disease. It has a 
huge impact on people’s 
lives. I see that devastation 
here every day.” 

Despite long days at a 
busy medical practice, Dr. 
O'Neill runs a short dis¬ 
tance most days, and 
makes time for a longer 
run on Sundays, usually 
along Niagara Stone Road 
from Mary Street to Virgil 


and back. 

She’s not just doing it for 
the exercise. She’s in train¬ 
ing for the 2011 Disney 
Marathon in Orlando, 
Florida in January, which 
she will run with Team 
Diabetes Canada. 

She has to raise $4,500— 
that’s about $100 for each 
kilometre. 

But it’s for a cause close 
to her heart. 

O’Neill has a brother 
and a cousin who were 
diagnosed with juvenile 
diabetes, and her grand¬ 
mother was diagnosed as 
an adult. 

Her 63-year-old father 
will be running with her.

Both the run and the 
fundraising present a con¬ 
siderable challenge. 

“But it’s necessary,” says

For Hamdani, the desire 
to encourag reading aloud 
comes from personal 
experiences with her own 
children.

Virgil Public School has a 
storied history in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, from its hum¬ 
ble beginnings as a one- 
room stone building in 1872, 
through five additions that 
have brought it to its current 
size and a student body that 
makes it the largest elemen¬ 
tary school in town. 

Parts of the building are in 


rough shape, with the cost to 
repair it deemed prohibitive 
by the province, so when its 
doors close in June it will be 
the end of almost 140 years 
of education on that site. 

There will be a celebra¬ 
tion, of course, to mark its 
closing, says school council 
chair Christine Lett. 

With its long history and 
strong connection to the 
community, the school 
council chair is hoping there 
will be community mem¬ 
bers with a personal con¬ 
nection to the school who

new building, we also realize 
the history that we will be 
leaving behind,” says Lett. 

“I’m sure that there are 
some people in our commu¬ 
nity who are saddened 
about the closure of Virgil 
Public School as they think 
about all the fond memories 
of their elementary years. 
Many former students have 
moved away, but many have 
remained in the community 
and now have younger gen¬ 
erations walking the same 
halls that they once did. 
Since the school has been in 
the heart of Virgil, we would 
like to extend an invitation 
to former students and staff 
to help us with a closing 
event for the community.” 

There are definitely fami¬ 
lies who have enjoyed three 
generations of education at 
Virgil Public School, and 
there might even be a few 
fourth-generation students, 
says Lett.

school council member to 
head a committee,with par¬ 
ents and community mem¬ 
bers with strong ties to the 
school to decide what they 
want to organize in the way 
of a celebration. 

“This school has been 
here so long, so many peo¬ 
ple were students here and 
so many still live here, we 
thought they might want to 
help organize something for 
this spring. We'll form a 
committee and go from 
there.” 


The original one-room 
school continued to educate 
Virgil students until 1922, 
when a second room was 
added, and the school yard 
was enlarged to its present 
size. In 1939, a new class¬ 
room, staff room, assembly 
hall, and kitchen were built. 

Six more rooms were 
added in 1947, and in 1967 a 
double kindergarten room 
was constructed. 

The gymnasium and front 
entranceway were opened 
in April, 1983. 


Today, in its final year, 
Virgil has an enrolment of 
almost 300 Junior 
Kindergarten to Grade 8 stu¬ 
dents. 

Next September, those 
students will attend 
Crossroads, the new state- 
of-the-art facility under con¬ 
struction on Niagara Stone 
Road, with Col. John Buffer 
Public School students.

Margaret Trudeau to talk about her life through lens of mental illness 


> Her third book 
about life as the 
young wife of a 
prime minister was 
written after her 
diagnosis and 
treatment for 
bipolar disorder. 


At 61, Margaret Trudeau 
has finished her third 
memoir, and will be in 
Niagara later this month 
to read from it. 

Much of the life of the 
22-year-old who married 
Prime Minister Pierre 
Trudeau is already public, 
and has been the subject 
of her earlier books, but 
this one is framed through 
knowledge gained in the 
last decade—her diagno¬ 
sis of bipolar disorder that 
resulted from a mental 
breakdown and the fol¬ 
lowing months spent in 
an Ottawa hospital 10 
years ago. 

She had suffered from 
undiagnosed depression 
during much of her life, 
but reached rock bottom 


after the tragic death of 
Michel, the youngest of 
their three sons, in a ski¬ 
ing accident in BC in the 
fall of 2000, and the death 
of Pierre just months later. 

Shortly after Pierre 
died, she divorced Ottawa 
business man Fred 
Kemper, with whom she 
had two children. 

“She led an extraordi¬ 
nary life,” says NOTL resi¬ 
dent Susan MacKay, who 
was working in Toronto 
for CBC when she first 
met her almost 30 years 
ago. 

“I had dinner with 
Margaret and her publi¬ 
cist, and we talked about 
our husbands. Hers just 
happened to be Pierre 
Trudeau.” 

MacKay has been think¬ 
ing about bringing an 
authors reading series to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake— 
there are several popular 
book clubs in town, but 
not an authors series— 
and jumped at the chance 
to have Margaret Trudeau 
read from her latest book, 
‘Changing My Mind/ 
when she discovered 
Trudeau would be in Port 
Colborne and could work 
another reading into her 
schedule. 


MacKay hopes for a 
good turnout, and will 
“dip a toe in the water” for 
a monthly series locally, 
piggybacking on the very 
successful Roselawn 
Theatre series in Port 
Colborne, now entering 
its ninth year. 


She’s an 
engaging 
speaker, and 
very funny.”

The Roselawn series 
completely sells out, says 
MacKay, with 300 sub¬ 
scribers for every evening 
and a waiting list of those 
who would lie to attend. 

The Port Colborne 
series was started and is 
hosted by humour writer 
William Thomas, and has 
attracted authors such as 
Margaret Atwood, Peter 
Mansbridge, Pamela 
Wallin, Lloyd Robertson 
and the late Mordecai 
Richler. 

Trudeau will read at 


Marynissen Estates 
Winery, with room for just 
120 people. The reading 
will include a question 
and answer period. 

“It’s a small, intimate 
setting," says MacKay, 
"and it seems like there's a 
lot of interest. We’re hop¬ 
ing it will sell out.” 

In her most recent 
memoir, Trudeau talks 
about episodes in her life 
that gained her unwanted 
media attention as her 
marriage was falling 
apart—affairs with 

famous men, dancing the 
night away at Studio 54, 
and her evening in 
Toronto with the Rolling 
Stones. 

“She is very forthcom¬ 
ing about that episode in 
her life,” says MacKay. 

“But this time it's seen 
through the lens of her ill¬ 
ness which had not been 



diagnosed at that point. 
She didn’t know about it, 
which explains a lot about 
that time of her life.” 

MacKay says Trudeau is 
"an engaging speaker, and 
extremely funny—that’s 
the part that surprises 
people.” 

Trudeau will be reading 
from ‘Changing My Mind’ 
at Marynissen Estates 
Winery Wednesday, Nov. 
24, at 1208 Concession 1. 

Doors open at 1 p.m. 
The reading takes place 
promptly at 2 p.m. fol¬ 
lowed by a question and 
answer period.

Men are in the minority at 
Upper Canada Lodge, and 
tend to keep to themselves, 
says program manager Dave 

But volunteer Harold 
Whittaker is doing his best to 
keep life interesting for the 16 
men—an unusually large 
number at the moment, out of 
a total of 80 residents—there 
are usually about 10 men at 
the long-term care facility.
